Armstrong Beaten 
to O b l i v i o n by 
Zivic Last Night

N ew York Jan . 18— ( A P i — The 
career of one of the greatest lit­ 
tle fighters the ring has seen came 
to an abrupt and bloody end last 
night when 
they 
guided 
Henry 
Arm strong s uncertain feet down 
the 
steps 
from 
Madison 
Square 
Garden r ing for the last time. 
A crowd of more than 23,000, 
the biggest ever to jam its w ay 
into the Fig h t avenue aiena for 
a boxing match, fittingly was ~>n 
hand to stand and cheer the little 
negro as he groped his way, near­ 
ly' blinded, to the dressing room 
and fistic oblivion. 
H enry went out as w o ild have 
been 
expected 
fighting, 
Fritzie 
Zivic, 
the 
w elterweight 
cham ­ 
pion from Pittsburgh 
gave him 
a savage healing, closing his eyes 
and cutting 
his face 
into ham ­ 
burger. 
H en ry’s attem pt to win 
back on> 
of his three titles he 
once held wa - hopeless from the 
«tart 
But Referee A rthur Don­ 
ovan still had. to toll him when 
he was ]i(k*d. 
Merciful 4 ml 
Fh* end came, m ercifully, after 
52 seconds of fighting in the 12th 
round, when Donovan 
hearkening 
to the rcai of “ stop it" from the 
crowd, 
took 
Armstrong 
protec­ 
tively and led the little fighter to 
his cornei. 


Ju s t before. H enry had supplied 
a last thrill for his followers. 
At 
the start of the 
11th 
Donovan 
looked carefully at Henry's bat­ 
tered features and told him: “ One 
more round. H enry.” 
From some­ 
where Arm strong summoned ‘ he 
strength to go out and slug Zivic. 
all over the ring and to win the 
round 
his second of the battle. 
Donovan must have felt that this 
deserved 
an 
encore, 
for

Arm strong grope 
his 
way' 
uit 
once again. 
He saw quickly that 
this was a mistake 
that Henry 
had shot his 
bolt 
in that 
final 
heimi" attem pt to stop Zivic,

Armstrong 
after

said 
th® cuts around the 
negr o s eyes would not endanger 
his sight. 
He washed out the cuts 
and will sew them 
today.

stitch also was taken in a cut 
inside the mouth.
